REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1960. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1960. 

The  statistical  tables  of  details  of  the  general  scheme  of  medical  and  dental  inspection  and 
treatment  have  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  those  set  out  by  the  Ministry  of  Education. 

The  number  of  pupils  on  registers  of  maintained  primary  and  secondary  schools  (including 
Nursery  and  special  schools)  in  January,  1961,  was  57,673. 

Staff. 

There  were  32  Medical  Officers  on  the  Staff  on  31st  December,  I960,  and  all  were  engaged  in  the 
joint  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  etc.  One  Medical  Officer  was 
in  charge  of  Mental  Health,  but  undertook  responsibility  for  the  conduct  of  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic. 

During  the  whole  year  the  services  of  8 Consultants  were  available,  and  details  of  the  Clinics  held 
are  mentioned  later. 

The  School  Nursing  and  Health  Visiting  Services  of  the  Council  are  co-ordinated  and  on  31st 
December,  I960,  there  were  54  School  Nurse  Health  Visitors  on  the  Staff  working  under  the  direction 
of  a full-time  Supervisor.  There  was  also  one  School-Nurse  Health  Visitor  acting  as  Orthopaedic  Sister 
at  the  School  Orthopaedic  Clinics.  The  actual  time  devoted  to  School  Nursing  was  equivalent  to  that 
i of  17.6  full-time  nurses. 

The  School  Dental  Staff  comprised  the  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  and  7 Dental  Officers 
one  of  whom  was  part  time.  There  were  also  1 Oral  Hygienist  and  8 Dental  Attendants. 

The  year  commenced  with  a staff  of  3 Speech  Therapists,  but  Mrs.  Enid  Varga  resigned  on  30th 
April,  1960,  and  it  was  not  possible  to  obtain  replacement  until  1st  September,  1960,  when  Miss  A.  M. 
James  commenced  duties. 

The  Teacher  of  the  Deaf  continued  her  services  throughout  the  year. 

SCHEME  FOR  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

This  has  been  carried  out  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Education,  a full 
medical  examination  of  each  child  being  arranged  at  each  of  three  periods  of  school  life.  Infants  are 
examined  during  their  first  year  of  school  life  and  where  this  occurs  before  the  child  reaches  the  compul- 
sory school  age  of  five  years,  the  examination  is  repeated  the  following  year.  Children  at  Nursery 
Schools  are  medically  examined  at  intervals  of  four  months,  and  are  constantly  under  supervision  of 
health  visitors. 
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During  the  last  year  at  a primary  school,  children  receive  another  full  medical  examination  before 
proceeding  to  a secondary  school.  A further  examination  is  carried  out  during  the  last  year  of  compul- 
sory school  life.  In  the  case  of  these  leavers  the  examinations  are  arranged  early  in  the  school  year  so 
that  any  medical  recommendations  made  may  be  dec.lt  with  before  the  pupil  leaves  school.  Any  pupils 
who  continue  to  attend  school  after  the  age  of  fifteen  years  are  medically  examined  each  year  after- 
wards. 

In  cases  where  defects  are  reported  at  medical  inspection,  action  is  taken  to  ohtain  further 
examination  and  treatment  by  reference  to  Consultants  at  our  School  Clinics  or  at  Hospitals.

in  addmon  <.o  the  above  routine  clinics,  Mr.  Nathan  Rocyn  Jones  held  certain  additional  sessions 
bringing  his  total  number  of  sessions  for  the  year  up  to  78. 

Mr.  G.  W.  Hoare  and  Mr.  R.  Vaughan  Jones  also  held  a number  of  additional  clinics. 

The  above  Specialists  held  their  clinics  at  the  Central  Clinic,  Stanley  Road,  Newport,  with  the 
exception  of  Mr.  D.  N.  Rocyn  Jones,  who  visited  various  County  Clinics  as  the  demand  arose. 

Children  requiring  plastic  surgery  for  defects  such  as  hare-lip,  cleft-palate,  severe  scarring,  etc., 
were  referred  to  Mr.  Emlyn  Lewis,  F.R.C.S.,  who  held  out-patients  clinics  at  St.  Lawrence  Plastic  Surgery 
Hospital,  Chepstow,  and  also  at  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital,  Newport.  The  operations  were  carried  out  at 
the  St.  Lawrence  Hospital. 

School  Clinics. 

The  School  Clinic  at  The  Grove,  Tredegar,  was  re-opened  on  4th  July,  1960,  after  structural  alter 

ations.

A modem  travelling  School  Clinic  was  used  entirely  for  Dental  Treatment  m 
country  areas. 

Except  in  the  cases  of  the  School  Clinics  at  Ebbw  Vale,  Victoria  Hostel,  Park  Place,  Risca,  aancl 
the  Mobile  Dental  Clinic,  all  the  premises  were  also  used  for  the  work  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

All  school  children  attended  the  Clinics  by  appointment.  In  the  case  of  certain  emergency  dental 
treatment,  however,  every  effort  was  made  for  the  treatment  to  be  given  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

Speech  Therapy. 

At  the  beginning  of  I960  the  Speech  Therapy  Staff  consisted  of  three  full-time  Speech  Thera- 
pists. working  at  14  Centres  throughout  the  County.  The  resignation  of  Mrs.  E.  W.  Varga  at  the  end 
of  April  reduced  the  staff  to  two.  Miss  A.  M.  James  joined  the  staff  on  September  1st,  1960 

This  has  been  a year  of  consolidation,  implementing  the  broad  lines  decided  on  in  1959.  The 
aim  of  the  Department  in  this  year  has  been  to  ensure  that  the  work  resulting  from  the  Diagnostic 
Clinics  has  been  assimilated  into  the  existing  structure  of  the  clinics  This  work  was  of  necessity  slowed 
between  April-September  following  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  E.  Varga,  and  before  the  appointment  of 
Miss  A.  M.  James. 

With  the  introduction  of  Diagnostic  Clinics  in  the  previous  year  the  entree  to-  Speech  Therap\ 
Clinics  has  been  re-organised.  Co-operating  with  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Ear,  Nose  and 
Throat  Clinics  and  the  audiometrician,  the  Speech  Therapist  sees  all  children  referred  with  speech 
defects  This  has  ensured  that  all  other  defects  are  rectified  before  Speech  Therapy  begins 

The  shortage  of  staff  unfortunately  necessitated  the  curtailing  oif  visits  to  Special  Schools,  e.g. 
Hilston  Park,  Monmouth,  and  to  Occupation  Centres,  e.g.,  Sunningdale,  Tredegar. 

During  the  last  quarter  of  1960  however,  it  was  possible  to  begin  an  experimental  series  of  visit*- 
to  7 speech-defective  children  in  a newly  formed  Class  for  Educationally  Sub-Normal  Pupils  in  a normal 
junior  school.  In  the  first  three  months  the  results  were  very  promising  and  it  is  hoped  to  expand  this 
venture  to  include  other  Educationally  Sub-normal  Classes  in  the  future. 

The  number  of  sessions  arranged  at  the  various  centres  varied  according  to  the  demand  and 
lengths  of  the  respective  waiting  lists.  At  the  end  of  I960  the  numbers  of  session®  given  to  Speech

2 half-day  session  per  week  (average). 
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Treatment  was  by  appointment  and  in  general  was  given  in  periods  of  half-hour  at  weekly  in- 
tervals. Where  necessary  and  possible  bi-weekly  appointments  were  given.  In  some  cases  the  period 
of  treatment  was  a few  months,  but  others  extended  to  years,  according  to  the  type  of  defect  to  be 
remedied. 


During  1960,  6,3  < 9 appointments  were  made,  4,641  of  which  were  kept. 

300  new  cases  were  treated  during  the  year.  54  were  discharged  for  non-attendance,  12  as  unsuit- 
able for  treatment,  144  as  cured,  whilst  7 left  school.  There  were  13  discharges  for  other  reasons. 

89  visits  to  Schools  or  Homes  were  made  by  Speech  Therapists  for  purposes  of  examination  and 
treatment  of  pupils. 


Orthoptic  Treatment. 

1 he  Orthoptic  Clinic  was  conducted,  as  formerly,  under  the  direction  of  Ophthalmic  Surgeons 
attending  our  Ophthalmic  Clinic,  and  cases  were  referred  by  the  latter  for  the  assessment  of  squint  with 
a view  to  operative  treatment  in  hospital  or  to  correction  by  means  of  exercises,  etc.,  at  the  Orthoptic 
Clinic  itself. 

During  the  year  5,657  appointments  were  sent  for  attendance  at  the  Clinic,  of  which  900  were 
not  kept,  434  new  cases  were  seen  and  in  addition  1,969  treatment  periods  were  given  to  old  cases.  A 
further  1,130  attendances  were  made  for  occlusion  and  1.128  for  observation.  96  cases  were  discharged 
from  the  Clinic.  Of  the  cases  discharged,  46  were  cured,  42  were  improved  and  not  likely  to  benefit 
from  further  treatment,  and  8 were  found  to  have  no  squint.  There  were  also  cases  discharged  as 
having  a cosmetically  satisfactory  result,  but  these  only  received  supervision  in  the  Orthoptic  Clinic, 
pre-  and  post-operatively  on  behalf  of  the  Ophthalmic  Clinic,  and  did  not  receive  actual  orthoptic 
treatment,  because  of  the  absence  of  binocular  vision. 


Consultant  Ophthalmic  Clinic. 

Mr.  G.  W.  Hoare  and  Mr.  R.  Vaughan  Jones,  each  held  Consultant  Ophthalmic  Clinics  at  the 
Stanley  Road  premises  for  a half-day  session  per  week,  with  extra  sessions  arranged  as  required  by  the 
length  of  the  Waiting  List.  At  this  Clinic  all  new  cases  of  squint  were  examined  and  the  necessary 
treatment  instituted.  The  Clinic  was  also  attended  by  a Medical  Officer  of  the  School  Health  Depart* 
ment  and  as  the  Orthoptic  Clinic  was  held  in  an  adjacent  room  at  the  same  time,  cases  were  dealt  with 
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in  the  most  comprehensive  manner.  Suitable  children  were  referred  for  orthoptic  treatment  or  for 
operative  correction  of  squint  at  the  County  Hospital,  Grifhthstown.  94  children  were  operated  up- 
on for  squint  during  the  year  at  the  County  Hospital. 

Difficult  refractions  or  other  eye  conditions  were  referred  by  School  Medical  Officers  for  exam- 
ination at  the  Ophthalmic  Clinic,  as  also  were  any  severe  external  eye  conditions.  Children  suspected 
of  being  blind  or  partially  sighted  were  also  examined  and  if  necessary  certified  as  Handicapped 
Pupils. 

During  the  year  756  children  were  refracted  during  their  examination  and  spectacles  were  prescribed 
in  71  I cases. 

Refraction  Clinics. 

In  addition  to  the  Consultant  Ophthalmic  Clinic,  School  Medical  Officers  held  refraction  clinics 
at  a number  of  premises  in  the  County.  Here  ordinary  refractions  were  carried  out,  and  any  difficult 
cases  or  cases  of  squint  which  were  encountered  were  referred  to  the  Consultant  Clinic.  In  1960,  3,644 
refractions  were  carried  out  at  the  Refraction  Clinics  and  in  2,401  cases  spectacles  were  prescribed. 

Colour  Vision. 

The  Head  Teachers  have  continued  to  test  children,  in  their  grading  year,  for  Colour  Vision. 
212  were  referred  to  Refraction  Clinics  for  re-testing  by  the  Refractionist  and  106  were  found  to  be 
Colour  Blind.  The  proportion  of  boys  to  girls  was  1 00  to  6,  which  is  what  was  expected. 

The  Head  Teachers  of  the  Secondary  Schools,  in  which  these  children  are  now  being  taught,  have 
been  notified. 

However,  it  is  now  realised  that  a child  who  is  Colour  Blind  at  II  years  of  age  may  by  14  years 
of  age  have  acquired  normal  colour  vision,  so  it  will  be  desirable  that  the  children  who  are  labelled  as 
Colour  Blind  at  II  years  of  age  shall  be  re-examined  in  Refraction  Clinics  at  14  years  of  age. 

Defective  Vision  Survey. 

The  School  Refraction  Nurse  continued  to  carry  out  preliminary  testing  of  school-children  in  two 
age  groups,  (a)  those  who  reached  their  sixth  birthday  during  the  school  year  and  (b)  those  who 
attained  their  ninth  birthday  during  the  same  year. 

A visual  acuity  of  6/9  6/9  or  worse  was  still  used  as  the  standard  for  offering  clinic  refraction 
appointments  and  those  children  who  were  found  to  fall  into  that  category  at  the  age  of  six  years  were 
listed  for  yearly  observation. 

Below  are  given  details  of  the  results  of  the  Survey  for  1960.  In  the  case  of  the  nine-year-olds, 
it  was  not  possible  to  inspect  all  the  eligible  children, in  spite  of  strenuous  efforts.

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Ailments. 

The  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic  at  Stanley  Road,  Newport,  was  held  once  or  twice  weekly 
throughout  the  year  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  school  children.  Here  cases  were  primarily  ex- 
amined by  a School  Medical  Officer  who  has  had  considerable  experience  in  the  work.  Treatment  was 
either  instituted  immediately  or  in  suitable  cases  the  children  were  referred  for  examination  at  the 
Clinic  by  the  visiting  Consultant  Aural  Surgeon,  Mr.  D.  B.  Sutton.  Arrangements  were  made  when  re- 
quired for  hospital  treatment. 

Many  cases  of  children  requiring  operative  treatment  for  tonsils  and/or  adenoids,  were  notified 
direct  to  this  department  by  general  medical  practitioners  and  were  referred  direct  to  the  County 
Hospital,  Griffithstown,  for  examination  by  the  visiting  Consultant  Aural  Surgeon. 

During  the  year  1960,  109  operating  sessions  were  held  at  the  County  Hospital  Griffithstown,  for 
removal  of  tonsils  and/or  adenoids.  751  cases  were  operated  upon,  these  including  proof-puncture  of 
antrum  where  required.  88  names  were  removed  from  the  Waiting  List  following  preliminary  examina- 
tion by  the  surgeon,  when  operation  was  found  to  be  unnecesasry,  or  for  other  reasons.  There  were  37 
preliminary  Consultation  sessions  at  which  496  children  were  examined  for  the  first  time  and  56  children 
were  re-examined. 

The  number  of  names  added  to  the  Waiting  List  at  the  County  Hospital  during  1960  was  968,  as 
compared  with  613  in  1959.  The  number  of  names  on  the  waiting  list  on  31st  December,  1960,  was  141>, 
compared  with  67  at  the  end  of  1959. 

A further  15  operations  were  carried  out  in  the  area  of  the  Divisional  Executive. 


General  Surgical  Treatment. 

Mr.  J.  T.  Rice  Edwards,  F.R.C.S.,  held  a monthly  clinic  at  the  Stanley  Road,  Newport,  premises 
at  which  he  examined  all  children  referred  by  School  Medical  Officers  for  the  opinion  of  a surgeon. 
Where  surgical  treatment  was  recommended  arrangements  were  made  for  this  to  be  carried  out  at  the 
County  Hospital,  Griffithstown.  I must  express  to  Dr.  W.  M.  Parry-Jones,  the  Medical  Superintendent 
of  that  Hospital,  my  gratitude  for  his  help  and  co-operation  and  for  the  expeditious  way  in  which  these 
cases  were  dealt  with. 

In  1 960,  1 1 5 new  cases  were  examined  at  the  School  Surgical  Consultation  Clinic,  and  there  was  a 
total  of  1 70  attendances. 


Paediatric  Cases. 

All  cases  of  children  in  need  of  the  opinion  of  a Paediatrician  with  regard  to  obscure  diseases 
were  referred  to  local  Hospitals  as  the  County  Council  had  no  Paediatric  School  Clinic.  Most  of  the 
cases  were  examined  by  Dr.  T.  A.  Brand,  and  I am  most  grateful  to  him  and  the  other  Paediatricians  for 
their  kindness  in  forwarding  to  me  copies  of  their  reports.  The  reports  were  added  to  the  children’s 
School  Medical  Record  Cards  and  the  information  is  invaluable  at  School  Medical  Inspections. 

Heart  and  Rheumatic  Clinic. 

Professor  A.  G.  Watkins  continued  to  hold  c linics  at  Stanley  Road,  the  frequency  depending  up- 
on the  demand.  In  1957,  1958  and  1959  1 referred  to  the  downward  trend  in  the  number  of  new  cases 
of  suspected  heart  disease,  but  in  1960  the  number  rose  to  the  same  as  that  of  1958.

There  was  a total  of  134  attendances  in  i960. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

A large  number  of  Orthopaedic  defects  are  referred  to  the  School  Orthopaedic  Clinic  and  are 
dealt  with  by  Mr.  D.  Nathan  Rocyn  Jones,  F.R.C.S.,  the  Consultant  Orthopaedic  Surgeon.  In  addition 
to  the  more  serious  orthopaedic  defects  a large  number  of  cases  of  flat  feet  or  of  postural  defects  are 
also  met  with.  Those  cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  dealt  with  at  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital, 
Newport,  the  County  Hospital  at  Griffithstown,  or  the  Prince  of  Wales  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Cardiff. 
Between  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  and  these  three  hospitals  there  is  close  liaison  and  very  satisfactory 
results  are  obtained. 

At  the  Stanley  Road  Clinic,  there  is  a Physiotherapy  Department  under  Miss  M.  Walker,  an 
Orthopaedic  Sister  who  has  had  special  experience  with  Physiotherapy  in  cases  of  cerebral  palsy  and 
whose  services  are  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  At  this  Clinic  are  dealt  with  those  cases 
referred  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  for  Physiotherapy,  whilst  once  per  month  the  surgeon  holds  a 
special  clinic  there  for  the  examination  of  spastic  cases  and  reviews  with  the  Sister  the  old  cases. 

Surgical  appliances  are  prescribed  and  obtained  where  necessary. 

Miss  M.  Pugh,  an  Orthopaedic  Sister  employed  by  the  County  Council  attends  the  Orthopaedic 
Clinics  and  holds  special  exercises  clinics  at  Blackwood,  Tredegar  and  Rhymney.  She  also  holds  a 
weekly  clinic  at  Stanley  Road,  Newport,  for  the  supervision  of  supplied  appliances,  etc. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  cases  requiring  observation  or  follow-up  examinations,  School 
Medical  Officers  held  follow-up  clinics  of  their  own,  thus  relieving  the  considerable  pressure  on  the 
Consultant  Orthopaedic  Clinic.  The  School  Medical  Officers  examined  160  cases  during  the  year. 

Mr.  D.  Nathan  Rocyn  Jones  examined  at  his  Clinics  308  new  cases  with  a total  attendance  of 

1 ,042. 

31  new  cases  attended  the  Physiotherapy  Clinic  at  Stanley  Road,  and  there  was  a total  of  1,647 
attendances. 

15  children  were  admitted  as  Orthopaedic  In-patients  to  the  County  Hospital,  Griffithstown, 
during  1960,  and  45  cases  attended  for  Physiotherapy. 

Tuberculosis. 

15  cases  were  referred  by  School  Medical  Officers  for  examination  by  Chest  Physicians.  None  of 
the  children  revealed  any  evidence  of  active  tuberculosis. 

Other  Treatment. 

Details  of  other  treatment  given  may  be  found  in  later  pages. 

REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL  SCHOOL  DENTAL  OFFICER. 

During  1960  the  constitution  of  the  School  Dental  Staff  remained  as  for  1959,  namely,  one  Princi- 
pal School  Dental  Officer  with  six  full-time  School  Dental  Officers  and  one  part-time.  The  latter  worked 
in  the  area  of  Ebbw  Vale,  Abertillery  and  Nantyglo&  Blaina  Divisional  Executive  Committee.  There 
was  also  one  Oral  Hygienist  employed. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  School  Dental  Service  embraced  all  phases  of  dental  health  and  although 
the  service  was  primarily  conservative  in  nature  it  dealt  extensively  also  with  extraction  work  and  the 
relief  of  pain. 
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School  Clinics  situated  in  convenient  spots  in  the  County  were  fitted  with  up-to-date  equipment  and 
facilities  included  extractions,  local  and  general  anaesthetics,  fillings,  provision  of  dentures,  X-ray  examin- 
ations, orthodontic  treatment,  scaling  and  polishing  and  oral  hygiene. 

Dental  treatment  in  country  districts  was  carried  out  by  the  use  of  a Mobile  Clinic. 

Early  in  the  year  High-speed  Turbine  Dental  Drills  were  installed  in  the  Clinics  at  Abertillery, 
Blackwood,  Newbridge,  Pontypool  and  Newport,  whilst  a portable  machine  was  used  at  Tredegar,  Chep- 
stow and  Risca. 

So  far,  none  of  the  steps  taken  to  encourage  the  recruitment  of  young  dentists  into  the  School 
Dental  Service  of  this  County  have  shown  any  success,  but  perseverance  is  being  exercised. 

Once  again,  considerable  apathy  was  noticeable  amongst  parents,  in  that  although  24,136  pupils 
were  found  to  be  in  need  of  dental  treatment,  only  20,56  b indicated  that  they  were  willing  to  accept 
treatment,  and  of  this  latter  figure  only  14,797  accepted  the  appointments  offered 

Every  effort  is  made  to  stress  the  importance  of  dental  health,  and  whilst  indifference  by  the 
parents  may  be  in  great  measure  responsible  for  poor  response  to  offers  of  treatment,  possibly  procras- 
tination may  be  a potent  factor.  It  is  known  that  frequently  offers  of  treatment  are  put  aside  with  the 
remark  that  "they  will  leave  the  matter  for  the  moment,  and  will  consult  their  own  Dentist  later.” 
Maybe  if  they  “struck  while  the  iron  was  hot”  and  accepted  immediately,  more  satisfactory  results 
would  be  forthcoming,  with  a consequent  reduction  in  the  number  of  applications  for  emergency  treat- 
ment for  alleviation  of  toothache. 

A mobile  dental  surgery  carries  facilities  for  dental  treatment  to  children  in  the  rural  areas  by  at- 
tending at  the  schools. 

135  X-ray  examinations  were  made  during  1960. 

During  1960,  38,853  pupils  were  dentally  inspected  and  24,136  were  found  to  require  fillings  or 
extractions.  Acceptances  of  offers  for  treatment  were  received  from  the  parents  of  20,56b  and  appoint- 
ments for  treatment  were  sent,  but  only  14,797  pupils  attended  for  treatment. 

The  Oral  Hygienist,  working  under  the  supervision  of  the  Principal  School  Dental  Officer, 
treated  1 ,887  children  by  scaling  and  polishing  during  the  year  under  review  and  there  were  2,204 
attendances  for  this  purpose.  Many  of  the  cases  were  treated  at  the  same  time  as  attendance  was  made 
for  other  treatment. 

3,071  pupils  were  referred  to  the  Oral  Hygienist  following  School  Dental  Inspections,  but  only  in 
2,307  cases  did  the  parents  accept  offers  for  treatment. 

Courses  of  sodium  fluoride  application,  for  which  children  attended  weekly  for  four  weeks,  were 

carried  out  by  the  Oral  Hygienist  and  67  children  received  treatment. 

PROVISION  OF  SCHOOL  MEALS  AND  MILK  (INCLUDING  THE  DIVISIONAL  EXECUTIVE 

AREA). 

There  are  at  present  261  School  Canteens  providing  meals,  free  of  charge  or  on  payment,  to  School 
Departments.

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HANDICAPPED  PUPILS. 

The  sub-joined  table  gives  details  of  the  Handicapped  Pupils  on  the  register. 

Arrangements  for  dealing  with  Handicapped  Pupils  are  unchanged  from  last  year. 

During  the  year  1 i960,  81  pupils  were  examined  for  the  first  time  under  Section  34  of  the  Education 
Act,  1944,  with  regard  to  educational  sub-normality,  and  53  chidren  were  re-examined  under  this  Section. 
66  examinations  were  carried  out  under  Section  57.  3 school  leavers  were  examined  after  1st  November, 
1960. 

As  a result  of  examinations  by  specially  approved  School  Medical  Officers  under  Section  34  of 
the  Education  Act,  1944,  and  re-examination  under  Section  57  (3)  of  the  same  Act,  41  pupils  (20 
boys  and  21  girls)  were  transferred  to  the  care  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  as  being  incapable  of  receiving 
education  at  school.  Under  Section  57  (5)  of  the  same  Act,  certain  pupils  were  specially  examined  during 
the  last  two  terms  of  attendance  at  school,  and  28  (16  boys  and  12  girls)  transferred  to  the  care  of  the 
L ocal  Health  Authority  as  requiring  supervision  after  leaving  school. 

One  girl  was  transferred  to  the  care  of  the  Local  Heath  Authority  under  Section  57  (4). 

In  cases  of  children  suffering  from  more  than  one  defect  difficulty  is  sometimes  encountered  in 
placing  them  in  suitable  special  schools.  Where  there  is  mental  retardation,  particular  difficulty  is  ex- 
perienced as  normal  intelligence  is  usually  required  to  enable  the  pupil  to  benefit  from  the  special 
methods  of  education.  As  a general  rule,  in  cases  of  multiple  defects  attempts  are  made  to  place  the 
children  in  schools  where  their  major  handicap  is  catered  for. 

Course  for  Teachers. 

As  reported  last  year,  as  part  of  a special  one  year  course  held  at  the  Monmouthshire  Training 
College,  Caerieon,  for  certificated  school  teachers  intending  to  take  up  teaching  of  Handicapped  Pupils, 
facilities  were  given  to  attend  various  clinics,  etc.  This  was  for  the  purpose  of  observation  of  methods 
of  detection  and  treatment  of  children  with  special  defects,  and  those  likely  to  be  registered  as  Handi- 
capped Pupils.  The  facilities  offered  by  the  School  Health  Department  was  extended  into  I960  and 
were  completed  early  in  the  year. 

In-Service  Course  for  Medical  Officers. 

In  May,  1960,  arrangements  ere  made  for  an  in-service  course  to  ibe  held  for  senior  Medical 
| Officers  who  were  in  charge  of  special  sections  of  work  such  as  Refractions,  Child  Guidance,  Audiology, 
etc.  The  purpose  of  the  course  was  for  the  Medical  Officers  each  to  be  made  conversant  with  the 
work  of  the  others  so  as  to  co-ordinate  methods  of  detection  and  treatment  of  pupils  suffering  from 
defects  and  particularly  those  likely  to  be  registered  as  Handicapped  Pupils.  Each  of  the  special 
clinics  was  presided  over  by  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  clinic,  whilst  the  other  officers  observed 
the  procedures  adopted. 

A further  course  on  similar  lines  was  held  in  October,  I960,  but  on  this  occasion  Area  Medical 
Officers  visited  all  the  various  clinics,  special  schools,  etc.,  as  observers.  The  remaining  Medical  Officers 
on  the  staff  were  catered  for  in  the  same  manner  by  means  of  a special  course  in  December,  1960. 

The  above  courses  were  very  valuable  in  that  they  enabled  all  the  Medical  Officers  of  the 
Department  to  be  aware  of,  and  familiar  with,  the  specialised  work  of  the  individual  sections,  thus 
ensuring  a high  standard  of  co-ordination  and  co-operation,  to  the  benefit  of  the  pupils  under  treat- 
ment.

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EARLY  DIAGNOSIS  AND  TREATMENT  OF  DEAFNESS  AMONG  CHILDREN. 

AUDIOLOGY  UNIT. 

The  Audiology  Clinic  continued  its  work  throughout  I960  at  the  Stanley  Road  Clinic,  Newport, 
and  also  at  the  Grove  Clinic,  Tredegar,  where  two  sound  proofed  rooms  were  specially  equipped  with 
the  latest  diagnostic  equipment. 

The  following  is  an  analysis  of  all  cases  of  deafness  seen  in  I960  where  there  was  a hearing  loss 
of  over  20Dlb  in  one  or  both  ears  : 

A.  Deafness  in  the  Recently  Born. 

Children  born  at  risk  in  1959  were  examined,  342  in  all.  No  cases  of  severe  deafness  were 
found.

D.  Prevention  of  Conductive  Deafness. 

The  Otorrhcea  Clinic  was  held  weekly  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  otitis  media  in  order 
to  help  in  the  prevention  of  conductive  deafness. 

121  children  were  under  the  supervision  of  the  clinic  during  1960  and  received  daily  treatment 
by  their  District  Nurse.

F.  Work  of  the  Teacher  of  the  Deed. 

The  Peripatetic  Teacher  of  the  Deaf  continued  her  invaluable  work  teaching  the  children  in 
their  homes,  seeing  partially  deaf  children  in  school  and  assisting  with  diagnosis  in  the  Audiology 
Clinic. 

During  the  year  5 1 children  were  under  the  supervision  of  the  Teacher  of  the  Deaf.  25  were 
seen  regularly — once  or  twice  weekly,  and  26  were  seen  periodically  for  supervision. 

Of  the  total  51  children  seen,  7 were  seen  regularly  at  home,  2 were  seen  regularly  at  Nursery 
School  or  at  home,  and  4 were  seen  at  Occupation  Centres.  9 were  seen  periodically  at  the  Parti- 
ally Deaf  Unit,  Pentwynmawr,  3 were  later  found  not  to  be  deaf,  2 died  during  1960.  1 was 
transferred  to  Residential  School.  The  remaining  children  were  seen  at  ordinary  schools  or  the 
Audiology  Clinic. 

G.  Partially  Deaf  Unit,  Pentwynmawr. 

The  Partially  Deaf  Unit  opened  at  Pentwynmawr  in  January,  1960.  Mr.  Glyn  Rees,  qualified 
Teacher  of  the  Deaf,  was  appointed  as  teacher.  The  unit  consists  of  a sound-proofed  room  speci- 
ally fitted  with  a Group  Hearing  Aid  and  a loop  system,  to  enable  the  partially  deaf  children  to 
have  special  individual  and  group  training.  Provision  was  made  for  a maximum  of  ten  children 
and  nine  children  attended  the  Class  in  1960.  The  children  of  the  Class  mixed  with  the  hearing 
children  of  the  School  for  some  lessons  and  also  for  games,  physical  education,  music  and  other 
activities. 

The  special  training  of  the  Unit,  combined  with  mixing  with  hearing  children,  has  been  of 
great  benefit  to  the  children.  All  the  children  attending  the  Unit  made  good  progress  in  1960. 

Construction  of  the  new  Mobile  Clinic  for  early  detection  of  Deafness  in  children  proceeded 
during  1960,  but  completion  was  not  expected  until  1961. 
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CEREBRAL  PALSY— “ SPASTICS  ” 

The  Cerebral-Palsy  Scheme  continued  to  operate  during  I960  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  D.  N. 
Rocyn  Jones,  F.R.C.S.,  whose  services  were  made  available  by  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board.  At 
the  Stanley  Road  School  Clinic,  Newport,  there  was  a full-time  Physiotherapist,  also  supplied  by  the 
Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

In  addition  to  the  minimal  cases  of  cerebral  palsy  who  are  not  in  need  of  special  educational 
facilities,  there  were  53  cases  aged  5 to  15  years  on  the  register  of  Handicapped  Pupils.  These  children 
were  being  educated  as  follows  : —

CHILD  GUIDANCE  CLINIC. 

Newport  Clinic — Report  for  1960. 

This  is  an  essential  part  of  any  preventive  mental  health  service  and  aims  to  diagnose  and  treat 
all  forms  of  maladjustment  in  children,  which  usually  present  in  one  of  three  main  categories  : — 

1.  Emotional — characterised  by  behaviour  problems,  e.g.,  temper  tantrums,  personality 

change,  uneven  school  performance  and  school  phobia. 

2.  Psychosomatic — when  the  child  complains  of  physical  ailments  for  which  no  physical  basis 

can  be  found. 

3.  Delinquent — which  may  lead  to  appearance  in  Children’s  Courts. 

If  these  disabilities  can  be  diagnosed  and  treated  in  childhood  there  is  promise  of  mental  stability 
in  later  life.  It  is  now  recognised  that  symptoms  of  maladajustment  may  appear  even  in  infancy  and 
if  recognised  and  dealt  with  at  this  very  early  age  re-adjustment  and  stability  can  be  achieved  in  a 
very  short  time  whereas  if  left  untreated  until  school  age  and/or  adolescence  treatment  will  take  a much 
longer  time.  Too  often  maladjustment  in  the  very  early  years  becomes  submerged  only  to  be  triggered 
off  by  emotional  upsets  later  on.  It  is  our  objective,  therefore,  to  encourage  in  our  medical  and  nursing 
staffs  awareness  of  the  significance  of  early  symptoms  of  maladjustment.  During  the  year  arrange- 
ments were  made  for  all  the  County  Divisional  and  Assistant  Medical  Officers  to  attend  sessions  of  the 
Child  Guidance  Clinic  and  they  are  encouraged  to  attend  case  conferences  when  children  personally 
known  to  them  are  under  consideration.  Copies  of  all  case  conference  reports  are  sent  to  school  medical 
officers  and  family  doctors.  Similar  training  sessions  will  be  arranged  in  the  near  future  for  health 
visitors,  and  an  intensive  course  on  “Problems  of  Toddler  Behaviour”  organised  by  the  Council  of 
Health  Education,  has  been  arranged.  The  senior  medical  officer,  Mental  Health,  is  available  at  all  times 
for  consultation  and  advice  and  health  visitors  are  encouraged  to  refer  problems  and  to  attend  case  con- 
ferences at  the  clinic. 

Two  full  Clinic  teams  of  Psychiatrist,  Psychologist  and  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  as  recommended 
in  Circular  3/59  have  operated  throughout  the  year  administered  by  the  Senior  Medical  Officer,  Mental 
Health.  The  opening  of  The  Grove,  Tredegar,  after  structural  alterations  has  helped  materially  in  bring- 
ing full  clinic  facilities  nearer  the  homes  of  families  in  the  northern  half  of  the  County. 

The  work  of  the  Service  continues  to  be  much  hampered  by  the  meagre  amount  of  psychiatric 
time  allowed  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  services  of  a full-time  child  psychiatrist  are  needed  if 
the  quality  and  quantity  of  this  work  which  the  County  needs  is  to  be  adequately  performed. 
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The  following  is  a report  upon  the  work  of  the  Child  Psychotherapist  at  the  Newport  Clinic.  The 
pattern  of  the  work  is  similar  to  that  carried  out  at  The  Grove,  School  Clinic,  Tredegar:  — 

It  was  again  a very  successful  year  with  regard  to  the  Child  Psychotherapy.  Patients  were 
seen  on  two  and  a half  days  a week  by  the  Psychotherapist. 

The  number  of  attendances  was  523.  This  is  thirty-seven  more  than  last  year.  This  increase 
may  be  accounted  for  by  the  younger  age  at  which  children  were  referred  for  treatment,  so  that 
they  were  brought  regularly  by  their  parents.  In  1 959,  the  average  age  of  new  patients  was  eight 
years  ten  months;  in  1960  it  was  just  under  eight  years.  This  trend  is  welcome,  as  the  length  of 
treatment  tends  to  be  shorter  for  younger  children. 

The  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  was  free  to  give  more  time  to  interviews  with  the  children’s 
parents,  which  have  been  very  helpful  in  supplementing  the  children’s  treatment. 

Thirty-three  children  were  given  regular  psychotherapeutic  treatment  during  the  year.  The 
majority  attended  once  a week  for  one  hour.  Eight  children  were  given  supportive  therapy  once  a 
fortnight;  this  included  four  boys  from  The  Mount  Special  School,  Chepsow.  In  1961,  more  of 
these  iboys  can  be  treated  as  there  is  now  a room  is  available  at  The  Mount  for  psychotherapy. 

The  periods  for  which  patients  were  required  to  attend  varied  from  four  weeks  to  ten  months; 
twenty-one  patients  were  discharged;  two  were  passed  on  to  the  Psychiatrist  at  St.  Cadoc’s  Hospital; 
one  to  Church  Village  Child  Guidance  Clinic;  one  to  Mounton  House  and  one  to  The  Mount. 

Among  the  successful  cases  was  that  of  a boy  aged  five,  supposed  at  the  time  of  referral  to 
be  suffering  from  severe  mental  deficiency,  who  was  discharged  as  normal  and  is  now  making  satis- 
factory progress  in  school;  a boy  aged  thirteen  was  able,  with  the  helpful  co-operation  of  the 
Education  Department  and  his  Head  Master,  to  return  to  school  after  over  two  years’  absence  due 
to  a phobia,  and  to  fit  in  with  his  own  age  group;  a girl  school-leaver,  potentially  unemployable 
because  of  timidity  and  related  symtoms,  has  started  work  and  is  leading  a normal  social  life. 

It  is  hoped  that  a therapeutic  Group  may  be  organised,  and  the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker 
would  be  willing  to  organise  a Parents’  Discussion  Group. 

The  Child  Guidance  Team  met  on  alternate  Tues  days  and  Clinic  sessions  were  held  at  the  School 
Clinic,  Stanley  Road,  Newport,  the  Mental  Health  Department  providing  clerical  assistance.  As  was 
anticipated  the  appointment  of  the  lay  psychotherapist  has  meant  that  much  remedial  work  has  been 
undertaken  at  the  Clinic  and  Dr.  Johnston  has  continued  to  treat  a number  of  cases  at  St.  Cadoc  s 
Hospital.  Dr.  Johnston  has  continued  to  visit  The  Mount  School  for  Maladjusted  Boys  at  Chepstow  once 
a month,  where  his  specialised  advice  has  been  much  appreciated  by  the  Headmaster.  His  advice  is 
also  available  at  all  times  to  the  Headmaster,  Crick  Remand  Home  : —

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EPILEPSY. 

Since  1st  October,  1957,  there  has  been  in  operation  in  this  County  a Scheme  for  Epileptics  which 
aimed  at  early  diagnosis,  treatment  and  supervision  at  home  and  in  school  and  the  keeping  in  the  School 
Health  Department  a register  of  all  known  cases. 

Cases  of  fits  occurring  in  very  young  children  are  commonly  referred  to  the  Paediatricians  by  family 
doctors,  but  a number  of  cases  are  also  found  and  referred  to  Clinics  by  members  of  the  County’s  Health 
Visiting  Staff  and  School  Medical  Officers.  Paediatricians  forward  copies  of  their  reports  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  and  it  is  from  these  sources  that  the  Register  is  compiled.  Upon  receipt  of  these 
reports  the  Health  Visitor  for  the  area  in  which  the  patient  resides  is  informed,  and  it  is  her  duty  to  visit 
the  home  not  only  to  ensure  that  drugs  are  given  regularly,  and  hospital  appointments  kept,  but  also  to 
provide  for  the  parents  a counselling  service  to  advise  regarding  home  management  and  to  relieve  the 
anxiety  which  the  diagnosis  of  Epilepsy  brings  to  a family. 

It  was  hoped  that  by  these  measures  that  most  children  who  developed  Epilepsy  in  infancy  and 
early  childhood  could  be  so  stabilised  that  they  would  proceed  to  school  at  the  age  of  five  years  as 
normal  healthy  children.  1 have  to  record,  however,  that  of  ninety  confirmed  cases  of  children  with  fits 
> occurring  before  school  age,  fifty-two  are  still  under  treatment. 

Encephalography. 

The  occurrence  of  fits  in  young  children  may  not  necessarily  be  due  to  Epilepsy,  and  they  are  a 
not  uncommon  symptom  of  febrile  illness  accompanied  by  high  temperature.  The  differential  diagnosis 
between  true  epilepsy  and  fits  of  febrile  origin  is  therefore  extremely  important,  and  also  very  difficult 
and  in  some  cases  a febrile  illness  may  trigger  off  incipient  idiopathic  epilepsy.  Not  all  children  who 
suffer  from  Epilepsy  exhibit  the  classical  physical  “fit,”  the  disease  may  be  manifested  by  exacerbated 
temper  tantrums  or  other  physical  disorders  of  psycho-somatic  type — the  so-called  abdominal  epilepsy — 
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and  in  these  cases  one’s  first  suspicion  may  be  aroused  when  a positive  and  hearty  response  is  gained 
from  empirical  anti-convulsant  therapy.  Encephalography,  a tracing  of  brain  activity  in  response  to  elec- 
trical stimulation,  can  be  of  great  aid  in  confirming  diagnosis  based  on  clinical  symptoms  and  in  these 
cases  of  a symptomatic  Epilepsy  of  behaviour  and  adominal  type.  Moreover,  repeated  encephalograms 
can  demonstrate  the  fundamental  success  or  otherwise  of  drugs  employed,  as  improving  cases  show  a 
more  nearly  normal  spike  and  wave  in  the  encephalogram.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  therefore,  that  in  the 
County  the  provision  of  these  machines  is  quite  inadequate.  There  are  at  present  three  machines,  each 
located  at  a Psychiatric  Hospital — Maindiff  Court  Hospital,  St.  Cadoc’s  Hospital  and  Llanfrechfa  Grange 
Hospital.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  skilled  technicians  it  frequently  happens  that  one  or  more  of  these 
machines  is  not  available  for  use,  nor  can  one  always  depend  upon  skilled  interpretation  of  recordings. 

Moreover,  owing  to  a prejudice  against  these  Hospitals,  which  is  still  prevalent  amongst  certain 
sections  of  the  community,  and  also  to  the  difficulty  of  access  to  these  Hospitals,  parents  all  too 
frequently  fail  to  keep  E.E.G  appointments 

Therefore  whilst  appreciating  the  value  of  Encephalography  in  confirming  diagnosis  and  in  assess- 
ing the  efficacy  of  drug  treatment,  one  must  deplore  its  inaccessibility  at  the  present  time  for  Mon- 
mouthshire patients. 

Incidence. 

During  the  year  there  were  346  names  on  the  Register  of  children  between  the  age  two  and 
fifteen,  and  of  these  the  diagnosis  has  been  confirmed  by  E.E.G.  in  1 77  cases.  Whilst  most  of  the  fits 
begin  in  the  very  early  years  (33  confirmed  cases  occurred  in  the  first  year  of  life  and  21  in  the  second 
year),  Epilepsy  may  reveal  itself  at  any  age,  and  in  the  numlbier  of  cases  without  any  obvious  precipitat- 
ing cause  44  cases  were  discharged  during  the  year  as  “ cured  ” having  been  free  of  fits  for  not  less 
than  two  years. 

Dual  Defects. 

Depending  upon  the  frequency,  duration,  and  site  of  origin  in  the  brain  of  the  electrical  discharge 
which  triggers  off  the  fits  the  severity  of  the  disease  can  be  determined,  and  if  this  remains  untreated 
permanent  damage  to  the  brain  will  ensue  which  may  be  revealed  by  symptoms  of  : — 

(a)  Cerebral  Palsy  affecting  the  limbs. 

(b)  Deafness  and/or  visual  defect. 

(c)  Mental  retardation. 

(d)  Personality  defects. 

Children  showing  evidence  of  these  disorders  receive  specialised  treatment  and  training  through  the 
special  clinics  organised  and  administered  by  the  County  with  the  advice  and  personal  aid  of  Hospital 
Consultants.  Where  it  is  advisable  the  Education  Committee  co-operates  fully  in  provision  of  special 
education  either  at  home  or  in  residential  schools  where  this  is  recommended. 

For  children  so  severely  afflicted  as  to  be  unsuitable  for  education  in  School,  Occupation  Centres 
provide  training  and  a social  environment  and  there  is  no  age  upper  age  limit  for  those  attending. 

Children  exhibiting  behaviour  disorders  of  bizarre  type  with  excessive  temper  tantrums  are  referred 
to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic,  and  during  the  year  thirty-three  epileptic  children  attended.  It  is  satis- 
factory to  record  that  these  cases,  with  or  without  physical  “fits  show  a gratifying  response  to  anti- 
convulsant therapy,  and  moreover  patients  and  their  families  benefit  from  the  specialised  help  of  the 
Clinic’s  Psychiatric  Social  Workers  in  restoring  disturbed  family  relationships. 
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Incomplete  Records. 

There  is  no  short  cut  to  cure  in  the  treatment  of  Epilepsy,  and  to  achieve  success  treatment  must 
be  continuous,  frequently  over  a long  period  of  years,  and  even  after  fits  have  ceased.  Characterised  as 
Epilepsy  is  by  an  unstable  nervous  mechanism,  illness  of  any  kind,  and  particularly  febrile  illness  may 
be  accompanied  by  a recurrence  of  fits.  For  this  reason  supervision  of  Epileptic  patients  is  extremely 
important  and  it  is  to  ibie  regretted  that  we  have  to  record  127  cases  in  which  our  records  are  incomplete. 
This  is  in  part  due  to  the  misguided  action  of  some  parents  in  ceasing  to  attend  Clinics  when  they  find 
that  the  fits  diminish  in  frequency  and  severity.  Moreover,  there  is  an  upper  age  limit  beyond  which 
children  become  ineligible  to  attend  paediatric  clinics.  Thereafter  their  medical  care  devolves  upon  the 
family  doctor  who  may  or  may  not  refer  them  to  a consultant  physician,,  through  whom  they  may  be 
referred  to  a Consultant  Neurologist. 

It  will  be  appreciated  therefore  that  whilst  we  have  an  organised  scheme,  albeit  imperfect,  foT 
the  supervision  of  young  Epileptics,  once  children  pass  beyond  the  paediatric  clinic  their  further  treat- 
ment becomes  problematical,  particularly  if  Epilepsy  alone  is  the  clinical  illness  from  which  they  suffer. 

Even  so  the  names  and  addresses  and  clinical  notes  of  all  children  known  or  suspected  to  be 
epileptic  are  sent  to  the  School  Medical  Officer  of  the  areas  and  it  is  a recognised  feature  of  the  School 
Health  Service  for  handicapped  children  that  the  School  Medical  Officer  should  pay  special  attention  to 
all  epileptic  pupils  and  through  consultation  with  Head  and  Class  Teachers  ensure  that  each  child  and 
his  personal  difficulties  are  understood  and  his  education  geared  to  his  ability  and  need. 

One  must  regret,  however,  that  the  recent  Mental  Health  Act,  1959,  did  away  with  the  former 
Section  57  (5)  of  the  Education  Act,  1944  (recommendation  for  care  and  supervision  for  certain  children 
on  leaving  school),  and  did  not  replace  this  most  useful  section  with  an  adequate  alternative. 

Even  so,  in  this  County,  a conference  on  all  handicapped  school  leavers  is  held  each  term  by  the 
Youth  Employment  Officer  and  a Senior  Medical  Officer  of  the  Local  Authority,  to  ensure  where  practic- 
able that  handicapped  children  will  be  placed  in  suitable  employment. 

Circular  E.C.  78/58  (Wales). 

Upon  receipt  of  this  circular  together  with  the  Memorandum  prepared  by  the  Standing  Medical 
Advisory  Committee  for  the  Minister  of  Health,  the  County  Medical  Officer  prepared  and  sent  to  the 
Monmouthshire  and  Newport  Executive  Council  on  16-2-59  a Memorandum  on  the  Local  Authority  s 
provisions  for  Epileptics. 

CONVALESCENCE. 

fhere  were  no  children  in  Convalescent  Homes  during  the  year. 

POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION. 

Vaccination  against  paralytic  poliomyelitis  continued  and  during  1960,  4,197  children  completed 
their  course  of  two  injections,  making  a total  of  70,175  since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme  in  May. 

1956. 

On  the  1st  January,  I960,  there  were  350  children  awaiting  their  first  injection,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  this  figure  was  171. 

B.C.G.  VACCINATION. 

During  the  year  B.C.G.  Vaccination  was  continued  as  previously  for  children.  Preliminary  tuber- 
culin skin  tests  were  carried  out  on  3,965  children  and  3,259  yielded  negative  results.  Of  the  latter  cases, 
3.198  were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  Vaccine.  Post-B.C.G. -Vaccination  skin  tests  were  performed  on 
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1,064  children  and  986  of  these  gave  positive  results,  indicating  successful  vaccination.  221  children 
were  absent  at  the  time  of  testing.  Children  who  gave  negative  results  were  listed  for  re-test,  and  re- 
vaccination if  necessary. 


MEDICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  ENTRANTS  TO  COURSES  OF  TRAINING  FOR  TEACHING, 

AND  TO  THE  TEACHING  PROFESSION. 

In  accordance  with  the  directions  given  in  the  Ministry  of  Education  Circular  No.  249,  medical 
examinations  of  candidates  for  admission  to  Teachers’  Training  Colleges  were  carried  out  and  com- 
pleted forms  4 R.T.C.  were  forwarded  to  the  respective  Principals.  In  addition,  medical  examinations, 
including  X-ray  of  chest  by  chest  physicans  were  carried  out  and  reported  on  Form  28  R.Q.  The 
following  tables  set  out  the  number  of  examinations  and  results: —

152  medical  examinations  were  carried  out,  50  males  and  102  females,  on  teachers  where  Form 
28  RQ  was  not  required.  All  were  found  to  be  physically  fit  except  one  female. 


EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN. 

Under  the  Byelaws  made  on  the  5th  of  April,  1949,  by  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council  in 
respect  of  employment  of  children  and  street  trading,  200  children  were  medically  examined  by  School 
Medical  Officers  during  the  year  I960.  The  examination  was  required  in  order  to  ensure  that  such  employ- 
ment would  not  be  prejudicial  to  a child’s  health  or  physical  development  and  would  not  render  him/her 
unfit  to  obtain  proper  benefit  from  education  at  school.  238  examinations  were  carried  out  in  1959. 
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ACCIDENTS  TO  SCHOLARS  AT  SCHOOL. 

Cases  in  which  pupils  had  sustained  accidents  within  the  precincts  of  the  Committee’s  Schools  were 
notified  by  Head  1 cachers  to  the  Director  of  Education,  and  a ropy  forwarded  to  my  Department.  In 
order  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  Education  Committee  each  child  was  visited  by  a School  Nurse  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  notification  in  order  to  see  that  proper  medical  attention  had  been  obtained. 

I 703  such  visits  were  made  during  the  year  in  connection  with  553  accidents. 

MISCELLANEOUS  MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS 

During  1960,  482  medical  examinations  were  carried  out  by  School  Medical  Officers,  and  these 
included  applicants  for  posts  as  school  canteen  workers,  etc.  There  were  also  a certain  number  of  exam- 
inations carried  out  at  the  request  of  the  Youth  Employment  Officer  in  cases  where  school  leavers  had 
missed  the  routine  School  Medical  Inspection  owing  to  absence.  The  figure  of  482  is  the  same  as  for  last 
year. 

102  children  awaiting  admission  to  Nursery  Schools  were  visited  by  Health  Visitors/School  Nurses 
prior  to  actual  admission. 


EXHIBITIONS. 

During  1960,  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council,  as  part  of  its  Health  Education  programme,  took 
stands  at  two  Agricultural  Shows  in  the  County  for  the  purpose  of  staging  exhibitions  of  material  illustrat- 
ing the  work  of  the  Health  Department.  The  Shows  selected  were  the  Chepstow  Agricultural  Show  in 
August,  and  the  Usk  Agricultural  Show  held  in  September.  The  Exhibitions  included  sections  dealing 
with  the  School  Health  Department,  and  effectively  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  general  public  the  nature 
and  value  of  the  work  carried  out.
